N ew York, Jan. 5.--A dispatch from 
Rensburg, Cape Colony, says; 
The British set fire W ednesday night 
to the trucks of the wrecked train and 
contents. 
The N ew South W ales Lancers per 
formed the duty under a heavy shell 
and rifle fire, to which we replied. This 
lasted until midday, the Boers trying to 
loot the burning trucks, but being com ­ 
pelled by our shellfire to retire. 
Shrapnel burst right am ong them sev­ 
eral tim es aud m ust have done consid­ 
erable damage, as m any riderless horses 
were rushing about the v eld t 
Some of 
the enem y took shelter in the station- 
house, but were shelled out 
The sur­ 
vivors galloped away. 
I W e have the enem y partially sur­ 
rounded. 
H is lines of com m unication 
are cut off and the roads aud bridge? 
held. 
This accounts for the strenuous ef­ 
forts w hich the enem y made to loot the 
wrecked food trucks. 


Z u lu * B eetle* * . 
Pieterm aritzburg. Jan. 5. —The rest­ 
lessness of the Zulus 
is increasing. 
M any of them are on the verge of star­ 
vation and there are instances of loot 
ing of stores. 
It is feared that the m ag­ 
istrates w ill not be able to restrain them 
m uch longer. 
It is asserted that they 
are anxious to attack the Boers. 


Berlin, Jan 
The seizure of the 
imperial mail steam er General has con­ 
siderably aggravated the situation here 
and the indignation against England is 
intensified 
The governm ent is still 
eagerly endeavoring to preserve correct 
official regulations, but England w ill do 
well to hasten to make the amende hon­ 
orable to Germany. 
On absolutely reliable authority the 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
learns that Emperor W illiam is now 
thoroughly aroused by the repeated 
seizures of vessels, not one of which he 
had been assured, is guilty of carrying 
contraband. 
He regards the seizures a* 
highhanded proceedings which England 
would not have dared to undertake if 
the German navy were more powerful 


than it is. 
His m ajesty is said to be particularly 
incensed because inform ation has reach­ 
ed him show ing that the seizures were 
not due to the blundering of British 
naval officers, but to strict orders from 
headquarters, 
which the officers are 
merely carrying out. 
He has therefore 
instructed Count von Bnelow, the for­ 
eign secretary, to demand exact and full 
reparation for the outrage done to the 
German flag. 
No answer that is considered satisfac­ 
tory has yet been received from London 
and according to advices here, none is 
to be expected for several days longer 
Thursday’s news, 
however, induced 
the German governm ent to send another 
and more strongly worded protest to 
London. 
Significant of|thq intensity of 
Germany’s indignation against England 
rn this m atter is a declaration published 
by the German colonial society, among 
whose 80,000 members are a number of 
reigning German princes, which says: 
“England’s recent proceedings against 
German vessels is an outrage. 
The fact 
remains that the sm all respect which 
the English people feel for Germany 
because of her deficiency in naval power 
has taken such a deep root that the 
commanders of English warships hasten 
to com m it breaches of international 
rights so long as only Germany^ is 
touched. 
This lack of fear to touch,the 
German flag m ust be thoroughly and 
speedily cured." 
Indignation m eetings have been called 
by the branches of the colonial society. 
The German press w ith hardly an ex­ 
ception, 
thunders against 
England. 
Even the semi official Belitter Post says: 
“It cannot l*e denied that the indigna­ 
tion aroused by the w illfulness of the 
seizures 
by Brtiish 
commanders ^ is 
spreading in wider and wider circles ’’

Deep Plowing. 
Deep plowing hr iigs to tho stir 
face for fertilisation, by tho ac 
tion of tho elements, soil that hat 
been 
lying dormant 
for ages 
Earth which is brought to tin 
surface from a depth of Severn 
feet is soon converted into pro 
dfictive soil by the action of tb< 
elements. 
Deep plowing, 
then 
fore, makes the soil rich as dec; 
as it is plowed. 
A thin soil mat 
ten or twenty feet. 
Tile various 
elements of plant food found ii 
the earth are attracted to the sur 
face in the greatest quantities bj 
having the soil mellow to a greal 
depth, and this is done by deep 
plowing and subsoiling. 
Beside! 
the plant food contained in tin 
earth, there is also stored in tin 
air large amounts of plant food 
the use cf which by 
plants is 
greatly facilitated by keeping tin 
soil loose and moist. 
Deep plow 
ing, therefore, favors the appro 
priation of plant food under a1 
possible conditions of the air ant! 
soil. 
By keeping the soil loose to a 
good depth the loss of crops in ex 
tremes of seasons will be avoid 
cd. 
In seasons of drouth mois 
ture is maintained by 
an 
open 
mellow* soil, and when excessive 
rains prevail water passes away 
readily from 
the roots 
of the 
growing crop, become as compact 
as it was before plowed. 
By re 
peated tramping by the teams the 
subsoil becomes hard and is im 
penetrable by rains, leaving an 
excess of moisture to injure the 
plants by remaining in contact 
with their roots aud so prevent 
ing growth. 
The action of the 
air on the soil produces no desir­ 
able effect and moisture 
and 
plant food cannot be attracted to 
the surface from the depths tie 
low. 
All crops require moisture 
and must be supplied with the 
needed 
amount of plant 
food, 
m el lowness of the soil iusui'es 
both.
